Antje Huber herself was not exactly 
happy when offered the post. But she is 
not the type to reject such a task. Duty 
and discipline are part of ıer makeup, 

Nothing fell into her lap during her 
career, and any success was achieved by 
stamina and perseverence, 

Born in Pommerania as the daughter 
of an elementary schoo! teacher, she 
grew up in Berlin, which is still evident 
in her offhand way and her quick wit. 

During the early post-war months, she 
was what became known as a “rubble 
woman”, one of hundreds of thousands 
who cleared away the debris of war, 

She then went to Essen where she 
married a fellow journalist, They had a 
son who died in a traffic accident at the 
age of seven. 

Having worked as a sports journalist, 
she decided to change her profession 
and attended the Social Studies Academy 
of Dortmund, najoring in economics, 
business administralion, sociology and 
labour law. :

There was û big boom on children's 
revords last year with more than 15 nuil- 
lion records sold. The records of popular 
television series such as Heidi, Pinods- 
hio, Kimba the Lion and Maya the Bee 
were most popular, selling more than 
four million in all. 

Cassetles arte clearly becoming more 
and more popular with cllldren. Last 
year for the first lime as many casscttes 
as as revords were sold to children — 15 
million.

Cassettes generully continue to make 
headway agûinst records. In 1970, the 
vassette-rêcord ratio was 33:07. Last ycar 
it had gone up to 36:64. lt is expected 
lhat the ratio will be 40:60 in 1978 with 
the {rend moving. inexorably towards 
casseltes, By.

The collection of German art is do- 
minated by 1he magnificent Dûlrer 
wuter-colour Trinfperg, which Hirsch 
bought from a Hanover iistitution ‘for 
only DM20,000 in 1950, and by an 
Elsheimer copper plate. 

, Italian art is represented by works by 
Pinturicehio and drawings by Raphael,

weather on December J7 1977, there 
was only one thought in his mind — his 
European heuvyweight tille fight tirat 
evenilg. 


His trainer Werner Pappke, friend, 
adviser and father figure, was sitting 
next lo him. The two men and Kipef's 
mother back home in Berlin were quiel- 
ly confident. 


But they cid not realise that 17. De- 
cenıber 1977 was going to change Jörg 
Eeipel's life completely. That evening, in 
a huge circus marquee, Jörg Elpel was 
knocked out in ihe 15the round by the 
French challenger Alain Marion arıd fost 
lis European title. The Knockout blow 
rendered him unconscious. A fireman 
gave him the kiss of life and a doctor 
gave him heart injections. He was tıken 
to the intensive care urtit of Beaujuon 
hospital in Paris. 

Next mortting the newspaper heil- 
lines read: “Boxing star In coma,’ “Eur- 
opean champion dying in hospital.” 


Three months later I toleploned Jörg 
Eipel. Afler the fight he hid becn in 4 
coma for 25 days and could not remem-' 
ber what had happened. He only re- 
gained lıis memory long after doctors 
had given up hope. 

Over {he telephone, Eipel spoke 
quietly but quite normally. “I can re- 
member everything until the second 
time 1 was knocked down. The trainer 
had told ıne that this was the 15th 
round and I'd have to pile oıı tlie pres- 
sure because this was the round that re- 
ùully mattered,” 

Eipel knows nothing about the Follow- 
ing days except what his trainer Pa- 
ppke, his mother and his, girlfriend Pe- 
tra, who stayed at his bedside i iri Paris, 
have told him.
